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there is no county officer avail- 
able, and such other duties as 
usually devolves upon constables. 

Besides the election of these 
officers, the voters will be asked 
to approve or disapprove the 
charter, or laws that are to gov- 
ern the city. These are drawn 
up by a charter commission duly 
elected by the people, with the 
assistance of the Municipal 
League of Ann Arbor who pass- 
ed upon the legality of the char- 
ter provisions. After much dis- 
cussion and planning the charter 
was completed as printed in full 
in the Avalanche last week. 
After the final paragraph was 
finished the charter gone over 
for the ‘teenth time by the 
charter commission, it was pro- 
nounced as good and we doubt 
if there is a fifth class city in 
Michigan that can boast of a 
charter that comes so near to be 
complete in allits provisions as 
this one. Each and every mem- 
; ber of the charter commission 
voted in favor of the finished 
charter. There wasn’t a dissent- 
ing vote. Following is a list of 
the members of the charter com- 
mission whom are responsible 
for its provisions: Merle F. Nel- 
list, Emil Giegling, A. L. Roberts, 
Roy O. Milnes, Alfred Hanson, 
A. J. Joseph, T. P. Peterson, O. 
P. Schumann and Dr. C. R. Key- 
port. The original charter has 
been duly signed by each of these 
citizens and also by Governor 
Frank D. Fitzgerald, whose sig- 
nature gives it the final legal 
status. 

Everyone who does not fully 
understand the provisions of the 
charter are urged to attend the 
mass meeting at the school audi- 
torium Friday night. This is be- 
ing held for this very purpose so 
that everyone may be truthful- 
ly informed on the question and 
be able to vote with understand- 
ing on election day.

CHARTER PROPOSAL UP FOR 
RATIFICATION 


The first election for the elec- 
tion of councilmen, a justice of 
the peace and constable will be 
held Monday, May 27th. Peti- 
tions for nomination must be 
on file with the village clerk by 
12:00 o’clock noon, May 17th. 

This election means much to 
the citizens of Grayling. It 
means that we are to be govern- 
ed by an entirely new set-up of 
government. Grayling will no 
longer bea part of Grayling 
township and will emerge from 
a village to city form of govern- 
ment. This will eliminate a dual 
administration with their two 
sets of administrative offices. 

In the new government there 
will be a board of aldermen con- 
sisting of five members. This 
body will elect from its number 
a mayor who will act as presid-- 
ing officer, countersign all checks 
drawn upon the city; sign official 
instruments and be the official 
representative of the city during 
any receptions and public oc- 
casions, 

The council will provide a 
budget covering all expenditures 
the city may be called upon for 
city purposes; engage the servic- 
es of a manager to look after all 
public works and city businesses, 
holding him in strict account for 
his actions on behalf of the city. 
The council must meet at least 
once each month. 

The justice of the peace has 
the same responsibilities as are 
usual with township justices. The 
constable provides means for the 
serving of processes whenever

Der Racing, Slot Ma Machines, Prize 
Fighting and Beer Bills Get 
First Call in Lansing

Co. News) ? 

The record being written by 
the 1935 legislature has been well 
described by Dr. Charles M. 
Myers, democratic representa- 
tive from the Cass county dis- 
trict, an old fashioned country 
doctor with fine old-fashioned 
ideas of decency and morality. 
Tuesday when the race track 
gambling bill was under discus- 
sion and it looked as if it were 
certain to pass, the old doctor 
arose in his seat and in measur- 
ed but quiet tones took his col- 
leagues to task for their attitude 
toward that type of legislation. 
He pointed out that little of con- 


sequence to the good of the 
people of the state was being 
considered but pointed to the 


fact that in one respect~at least 
the 1935 legislative assembly has 
taken the grand prize. 

“We have accomplished little 
of any account,” charged Dr. 
Myers. “But we have passed the 
bill legislating 20-round prize 
fighting in Michigan. We have a 
bill before us licensing slot ma- 
chine gambling. There appears 
to be a lot of support for keep- 
ing our beer gardens open until 
five o'clock in the morning. The 
Senate and nearly a majority of 
the House voted to open the trout 
fishing seascn on a Sunday, and 
now we appear about to legalize 
the lowest sport of all, namely 
dog racing, and all the tracks and 
the gambling that goes with it, 
inviting the worst type of under- 
world denizens, men and women, 
to our state to corrupt the morals 
of our own people. If you mem- 
bers want to go home with that 
kind of a record all well and 
good, but as for me I warn you 
that the decent people of Mich- 
igan will never stand for that 
type of legislation.” 

The stern warning of the aged 
physician had its effect. On roll 
call the bill failed with only 44 
votes in its favor. Floyd Fitz- 
simmons, arch lobbyist for Chi- 
cago’s underworld gangsters sat 
in the gallery and saw his pet 


measure upon which he had 
lavished so much attention this 
winter go cown to defeat.

roll call however showed clearly 
the extent and the effect of his 
winter’s entertainment of house 
members.

The most important change 
from village government under 
this heading is that regular 
municipal elections will be held 
every other year at the same 
time as the state and county 
election instead of each year a 
month before the township elec- 
tion. Holding an election every 
other year will obviously reduce 
the expense and the political 
turmoil resulting from annual 
elections. ie 

The second important differ- 
ence is that the ballots in city 
elections will be non-partisan, 
which simply means that there 
will be no parties or factions 
identified on the ballot. All can- 


didates for any office will be list-, 


ed in a single column. The result 
will be that, even though there 
are groups in the city seeking 
the election of certain individu- 
als, citizens generally will elect 
the best candidate on the ballot, 
selecting them from a single list, 
instead of putting in all 
candidates of one faction, good 
men and poor men together, as 
is the usual result where each 
party has its slate of candidates 
on the ballot separately identifi- 
ed. 
Legislation. 

Changes in legislative proced- 
ure under the new city govern- 
ment are less noticeably differ- 
ent than those of village govern- 
ment because they are more 
technical in their nature. The 
procedure is easier and smoother 
to operate, and the cost of pub- 
lication of ordinances will be re- 
duced insofar as long ordinances 
are concerned, or any compila- 
tion of ordinances which the city 
may decide to make, now quite 
seriously needed in Frankfort. 

Several provisions in this 
chapter are designed to protect 
the municipality from dangerous 
action on the part of the council. 
For instance, one of the familiar 
political tricks of the past has

The second important  differ- 


ence is that an itemized budget 


is required. This may not seem 
important to the average citizen, 
but I recall an example of its 


value, discovered in one new. city | 


when the first budget was pre- 
pared under this plan. The usual 
method of making up a village 
budget is to discuss the expendi- 
tures of the past year in general 


‘and then decide how much more 


or less will. be needed for the 
highway fund, general fund, 
water fund, etc. When this city 
considered its first budget under 
the new plan, the council had to 
go over every individual item it 
proposed to spend during the 
year. That was the third year 
of the depression; and among the 
items in the highway fund they 
discovered $2000 as the annual 
bill for gravel and that the city 
had gone on paying $1.50 a yard 
for gravel in spite of the fact 
that during the last two years the 
cost had gone down to sixty 


-centy a yard. That village had 


developed a certain spending 
habit and because it was not re- 
viewed in detail each year when 
the council decided how much 
money should be spent it had be- 
come a very expensive habit. 
Every municipality has some 
spending habits of this nature 
and they can only be caught by 
thorough, detailed consideration 
of the budget. The total savings 
will be quite a substantial sum in 
most municipalities. Citizens as 
well as officials will be given 
every opportunity to know what 
goes into the new city budget be- 


cause a hearing for that purpose 


is provided for in the charter. 


In addition to having a care- 
fully drafted budget the charter 


requires a four-fifths vote of the

This results in better planning of 
mer bec present The new charter expenditures. Members of the 
=| council and citizens learn that if 
they are going to spend any 
money during the year it must 
be provided in the budget. One 
of our great difficulties in muni- 
cipal finance under the old sys- 
tem was that councils and citi- 
zens thought of so many things 
they wanted to spend money for 
after they had made their tax 
levy that municipalities fre- 
quently had heavy operating 
deficits. 

The charter also permits bor- 
rowing only for emergencies, 
and makes it a misdemeanor for 
any official of the city pot to 
perform any act which may be 
necessary on his part to repay 
that money during the first sixty 
days of the next budget year. 
Easy borrowing for current pur- 
poses in the past has been a 
source of many municipal finan- 
cial troubles. The new charter 
has effectively put an end to easy 
borrowing for current operating 
purposes. 

Besides eliminating borrowing 
for current purposes, the new 
charter requires a re-study of the 
budget at least every quarter to 
determine whether or not income 
is up to estimates, and if it is 
not, expenditures must be reduc- 
ed to keep within the actual 
eash income. 

One other item is worthy of 
mention. Under the limitation 
of the city home rule act the tax- 
ing power of the council is re- 
duced to 2%, as against 24% 
under the village government. 

This close watching of expend- 
itures is evident all through the 
new charter. It was my constant 
purpose, in assisting the’ charter 
commission, to get into the 
charter as many provisions as 
possible to prevent those leaks 
which we know, from experience 
with many cities and villages, 
normally exist in the average 
small city. The charter commis-
